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THE EXPENSES OF ANGLICAN BISHOPS 
IN ENGLAND 


It is bad enough to be a Bishop in the United States 
during these strenuous times, but it must be a hundred times 
worse in England in the Anglican Church, because its Bishops 
aré obliged to live as noblemen with an expense account which 
the Government finds very difficult to defray. Recently Canon 
A. W.F. Blunt was offered the vacant See of Worcester, with 
a salary of $19,000.00 a year, but declined it because the 
amount was insufficient “to maintain the official residence, 
Hartlebury Castle.” His predecessor declared that he managed 
to make ends meet only by acting as his own secretary, bailiff 
and chaplain. 

The salaries of English Bishops range from $12,500.00 a 
year to $50,000.00 a year, but it is said that in most cases a 
very smal! portion remains for personal expenses after meet- 
ing the cost of the official residence and staff. 

The Bishop of Peterborough recently presented to his 
diocese a statement of accounts, showing that he had $15,000.- 
00 a year official expenses, and had little left for personal 
expenses, including the upkeep of his home, repairs, hospital- 
ity and donations. 

Dr. Perowne, the Anglican Bishop of Bradford, speaking 
on the economy which he has to practice, says: “We had a 
maid for about three weeks, but then we had to do the best 
‘wecould. Every member of the family, myself included, took 
a turn in getting up early to light the fires and perform other 
household duties. On Whit-Sunday I had a very busy time 
laying stair carpets, and some one appropriately began to 
sing, “When Father Laid the Carpet on the Stairs.’” 

Dr. Perowne can knit and sew. 

The actual allowance for personal use to Catholic Bishops 
in the United States is small. Of course, many Bishops of the 
west and south do not receive more than an ordinary pastor’s 
salary. Those who fill the more important Sees of the middle 
‘west and east could hardly run three months on the amounts 
which are stipulated as salary, a small part of a diocesan con- 
tribution. As a leader of the Catholic people in his See City, 
the Bishop is called upon to contribute generously to Commu- 
unity Chests, to membership in the Chamber of Commerce, to 
a dozen things for which subscriptions are taken up during 
the year. Usually his domestic expenses are small, because. in 
order to do hard work quietly he usually lives practically by 
himself. 

Unlike the Bishops of the Anglican Church he does not 
entertain socially. In most cases, he actually dreads to be in- 
vited to social functions. He has problems and worries which 


the Anglican Bishops of England have not at all, namely, the 
worries concerning parish debts, the debts on diocesan insti- 
tutions, etc. The Bishop’s office is spiritual and he heartily 
wishes that all his work were spiritual. We know that he

NEW YORK CITY¥.—mThe popula- 
tion of the United States will undergo 
a steady slowing down. in its rate of 
growth until, between 1970 and 1980, 
‘it will reach a maximum of about 
150,000,000 and thereafter decline,

Centenary Celebrations Are 
Hailed As Proof That the 
People’s Fervor Is Not 
Diminished Despite

Sends Blessing. 


Mexico City.—The celebration of 
the fourth centenary of the Appari- 
tion of Our Lady of Guadalupe, which 
terminated here recently, was the 
most brilliant religious demonstration 
ever held in Mexico. 


The large and devoted gatherings 
that preceded the great final demon- 
stration of faith at the shrine, no less 
than the demonstration itself, are 
hailed as an impressive proof that the 
Faith of the Mexican people is still 
signally profound, despite the difi- 
culties which have beset the faithful 
of the nation in the course of the last

Pope Sends Message 

The Holy Father's deep interest in 
the great Guadalupan demonstration 
was officially brought to the attention 
of the pilgrims in a message read 
from the pulpit of the Basilica. The 
message, which was signed by Car- 
dinal Pacelli, Papal Secretary of 
State, was as follows: 

“His Holiness, much pleased with 
the filial homage of the attendants at 
the Guadalupan Congress, fraternally 
sends to the Bishops and their respec- 
tive dioceses his Apostolic Benedic- 
tion, asking celestial favors.” 

One indication that the celebration 
showed forth the undiminished devo- 
tion of Mexicans to the Catholic Faith 
has been that certain inveterate anti- 
clericals have attacked agencies of 
the Government itself on the ground 
that they aided in the arrangements 
for holding the Guadalupan Congress.

THE EXPENSES OF ANGLICAN BISHOPS 
IN ENGLAND 

It is bad enough to be a Bishop in the United States 
during these strenuous times, but it must be a hundred times 
worse in England in the Anglican Church, because its Bishops 
are obliged to live as noblemen with an expense account which 
the Government finds very difficult to defray. Recently Canon 
A. W. F. Blunt was offered the vacant See of Worcester, with 
a salary of $19,000.00 a year, but declined it because the 
amount was insufficient “to maintain the official residence, 
Hartlebury Castle.” His predecessor declared that he managed 
to make ends meet only by acting as his own secretary, bailiff 
and chaplain. 

‘The salaries of English Bishops range from $12,500.00 a 
year to $50,000.00 a year, but it is said that in most cases a 
Very small portion remains for personal expenses after meet- 
ing the cost of the official residence and staff. 

. The Bishop of Peterborough recently presented to his 
diocese a statement of accounts, showing that he had $15,000.- 
00 a year official expenses, and had little left for personal 
expenses, including the upkeep of his home, repairs, hospital- 
ity and donations. 

Dr. Perowne, the Anglican Bishop of Bradford, speaking 
on the economy which he has to practice, says: “We had a 
maid for about three weeks, but then we had to do the best 
we could. Every member of the family, myself included, took 
a turn in getting up early to light the fires and perform other 
household duties. On Whit-Sunday I had a very busy time 
laying stair carpets, and some one appropriately began to 
sing, ‘When Father Laid the Carpet on the Stairs,’” 

Dr. Perowne can knit and sew. 

The actual allowance for personal use to Catholic Bishops 
in the United States is small. Of course, many Bishops of the 
west and south do not receive more than an ordinary pastor’s 
salary. Those who fill the more important Sees of the middle 
west and east could hardly run three months on the amounts 
which are stipulated as salary, a small part of a diocesan con- 
tribution. As a leader of the Catholic people in his See City, 
the Bishop is called upon to contribute generously to Commu- 
unity Chests, to membership in the Chamber of Commerce, to 
a dozen things for which subscriptions are taken up during 
the year. Usually his domestic expenses are small, because, in 
order to do hard work quietly he usually lives practically by 
himself. 

Unlike the Bishops of the Anglican Church he does not 
entertain socially. In most cases, he actually dreads to be in- 
vited to social functions. He has problems and worries which 
the Anglican Bishops of England have not at all, namely, the 
worries concerning parish debts, the debts on diocesan insti- 
tutions, etc. The Bishop's office is spiritual and he heartily 
wishes that all his work were spiritual. We know that he 
would a thousand times prefer to have a mere pittance on 
which to live and spiritual things alone with which to occupy 
himself than to have a $50,000.00 salary (like some English 
Bishops have), and the many temporal problems which he is 
unable to shirk. Even a $50,000 diocesan fund, at the dis- 
posal of the average Catholic Bishop, would find its way back 
to the people by the assistance of enterprises or institutions, 
which are rightfully the objects of parochial support. Angli- 
can Bishops have personal financial problems, the Catholic 
Bishops, especially in Protestant countries, have more or less 
the combined problems of many parishes and institutions. 
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At the beginning of the New Year we should express 
our gratitude to God for the blessings we enjoyed during 
the past year, while we lament its many sufferings and 
failures. The vear which is now nearing its end has been 
-@ bard one for many of us, but the things concerning which 
we worry, temporal! things, deserve little or no consideration 
‘when compared to the things about which the Divine Savior 
vis greatiy concerned, our pursuit of things spiritual and 
maternal.

Rise In Population 
: Seen As Slackening 


NEW YORK CITY.—The popula- 
tion of the United States will undergo 
a steady slawing down in its rate of 
growth until, between 1970 and 1980, 
it will reach a maximum of about 
150,000,000 and thereafter decline, 
Louis L. Dublin, vice-president and 
statistician of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, prédicted recent-

As the country tends more toward 
“stabilization” of its population, with 
decreasing birth rates, Mr. Dublin 
said, the proportion in ages will 
change. He estimated that persons 50 
years of age and over will fourm about 
31 per cent of the population, against 
17 per cent at present, and that those 
JF 20 years will be 29 per cent, 
contrasted with 86.8 per cent. He ex- 
pected the proportion of those be- 
tween 20 and 50 would remain about 
the same, about 40 per cent.

Soviet Convicts 77 
Of Theft Of Bread 


MOSCOW, RUSSIA.—The final ver- 
dict in the case of eighty-six men, in- 
dicted for “systematic embezzlement” 
of bread in Astrakhan and on trial 
seven days, wus announced recently. 

Forty-seven wete found guilty of 
“economic damaging,” or a deliberate 
attempt to defeat the aims of the 
Soviet Government—an offense which 
also comes under the head of counter- 
revolution. Nine were guilty of em- 
bezzlement, twenty-one of fraud, and 
the others were acquitted. 

Ten were sentenced to ten years in 
jail each, with five years’ suspension 
of civil rights; thirty of them to six 
years in jail, four more to five years 
in jail, and the others to minor terms. 
Ten years in jail is the maximum sen- 
tence for murder in Soviet Russia,
